CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA, April 24.— 


Telegraphic communications were re- 
opened with Buluwayo for a time today, 
then another break came. It is believed, 
however, that it is only a temporary 
interruption. During the time the wires 
were working despatches were received 
from several sources in the besieged town. 
The news is somewhat conflicting, but 
the main fact seems established that 
the British have made a sortie and 
encountered a large number of Matabeles, 
inflicted great loss upon them, and suf- 
fered in return, being once in danger of 
annihilat Ion and then finally retreated. 


The official version says the British 


force shortly after midnight was quickly 
called to arms without apparently alarm- 
ing the native part of the town. 
Three 


hundred men under Captains Napier and 
Duncan with one Maxim rapidflre gun 
and one Hotchkiss quick-firing gun mus- 
tered outside the defenses of the town. 
They were served with rations and rum 
and were saddled for a dash at the ene- 
mies' linen. The swords and all clatter- 
ing accoutrements were wrapped in cloth 
so as to prevent any noise, and the feet of 
horses composing the advance guard were 
"bagged." 


There was some delay in taking all 


these precautions and it was dawn when 
the English arrived within striking dis- 
tance of the enemy. The Matabeles were 
quietly camped behind earth works. But 
contrary to expectation the enemy had 
stationed pickets, who, although surprised 
and found asleep by the advance guard, 
raised an alarm. The advance immed- 
iately charged, shooting down many of 
the fleeing natives. This was the signal 
for an advance of the main body, who 
galloped forward in support of their com- 
rades. Unfortunately it was almost day- 
light and the Matabeles had sprung to 
arms in overy direction. 


The British then charged to mount the 


breastworks and in many places spurred 
their horses over. Then the main body of 
Matabeles drove the advance back, whioh 
was met by the main body of British and 
heavy fighting began and lasted till broad- 
day light. There followed a series of ad- 
vances and repulses. Finally, in the midst 
of a well-directed fire, the British ordered 
a retreat, and reached Bulwayo much the 
worse for wear and tear. 


No accurate estimate of the losses is 


made. The report makes the loss of the 
Matabeles between 400 and 10CO. The Brit- 
ish loss was more severe than the com- 
manders will admit.

An Important Fart Flayed by Carbonic 


Acid, Water and Ammonia. 


What do wo kuow of lifeP Carbonic 


acid, water and ammonia, when taki'U 
into n plant, product) in some way proto 
plasm, whioh is a substance composed ol 
minute corpuscles, uiid inside each cor- 
puscle there is a smaller body called a nu- 
olous. By taking in carbonic acid, watei 
and ammonia and converting them into 
this compound, called protein, the plant 
maintains its vigor, grows and multiplies. 
The animal does tlio same by taking in tht 
same compound, with this difference— 
that, whereas the plant can manufacture 
protoplasm out of inorganic matter, tha 
animal is obliged to procure it ready made 
from tho plants. The smue nucleated mass 
of protoplasm that !s tho unit cf plant lifa 
is tho unit o animal life. 
The body and 


the plant arc multiples of such units, vari- 
ously modified, but in their composition 
identical. 


When the animal dies, the carbonic acid, 


tho water and tlis ammonia of hli body art 
restored to tho collective stock. 'Again 
they ere takun into now plants, and 
through new plants into now animals. 
Thus protoplasm is tho bnsia of all lifo. 
It is built up of ordinary matter, and it it. 
resulved again 
into 
ovdmnry matter. 


I'innts can make protoplasm out of its 
component parts; anlmnls con convert itfo- 
less into Ihliig protoplasm. This U th, 
only difference betwem a man and a plant 
as regards their making.

With seventeen saloons the number has 
not b. en restricted sufficiently to make 
the n.oral effect felt very much. One of 
t he most convincing arguments advanced 
by tlu advocates of granting licenses was 
the In nefit to be derived by the inunici- 
palit; from the license fees, and had it not 
been lor the large revenue to flow into the 
treismy from the licenses, it is very sure 
hat t ne majority would have been for no 
hcenM. 


"The city therefore having been un- 


questionably committed to the license sys- 
tum lor the year 1896, it is the duty of the 
licence commissioners to grant as many 
l.cen«i>3 as the statutes will permit. The 
city U sorely in need of all the money the 
officials can possibly scrape together this 
jei.r, .md if three more licenses can be 
gram d, they ihould be granted. The 
morfti effect of twenty saloons will not be 
n.arlndly different 
from that of sev-

after the vigorous opposition of the com- 
mittee.

the result of gross carelessness on the part 
of some one. This escape, with the almost 
successful attempt at jail delivery at the 
station only the other day, leads to the 
opinion that a good deal more caution in 
the securing of prisoners at the city lock- 
up is very much in order.

SMALLEST FACTORY IS THE CITY. 


Possibility of Growth. The Products are 


Cloth and Felt Slippers and Shoes and 


Family Remedies. To Travel with 


a Tent This Summer, 


There is at the Five Roads a small in- 


dustry about which the people of the city 
know comparatively little. It, however, 
contains elements of growth, and with 
proper capital and care might be brought 
into prominence. 
This is the medicated 


slipper and family remedy business of the 
Canedy Family Remedy company, com- 
posed of E. E. Canedy and Thomas and 
Harry Canedy. 


E. E. Canedy began the preparation of 


medicines and extracts four years ago, 
and a year later he added the manufac- 
ture of medicated slippers, having ob- 
tained the secret of medication from H. 
W. Triekett, who from a small beginning 
has built up a large and profitable bust- 
ness in England. 
Mr. Trickett was in 


this country a few years ago and endeav- 
ored to get possession of the Zylonits 
works for the purpose of starting a branch 
establishment this side of the water, but 
he was unable to get satisfactory terms 
and the project was abandoned. The 
slippers are made of felt and the lining is 
supplied with a preparation which is said 
to be an absolute protection from coldness 
of;the feet, which is the cause of a great 
deal of sickness. 


The Canedy company has not RS much 


capitul as it needs to prosecute the busi- 
ness as it should be done, but has fitted up 
a small factory and is doing the beat it can 
with the means at command. The power 
is furnished by a three-horse-power en- 
gine and an eipht-horse-power boiler. 
There is machinery for doing all parts of 
the work, the wax-thread machine being 
the invention of Mr. Fiedler, who formerly 
worked in N. L. Millard & Co's. shoe fac- 
tory. The engine and boiler and all the 
machinery was set up by E. E. Canedy, 
whose mechanical ingenuity has been a 
great aid to the company in getting the 
little factory under headway. Some shoes 
are made without medication, but all the 
goods are of felt or similar material. 
Some of them are made with pulp insoles, 
which are said to keep the bottoms of the 
feet very dry and comfortable. The ca- 
pacity of the factory, in which few per- 
sons are employed, is 180 pairs per day, 
but it is not running to its full limit. 
Although the manufacture of slippers is 
now the leading feature of the business, 
the preparation of the family remedies 
with which the people of this section are 
familiar is still continued. 


E, E. Canedy says he shall go on the 


road this summer to sell and advertise the 
articles. He will carry a tent and stop a 
week in a place. He says as soon as the 
goods are introduced in a place no further 
advertising is necessary and he is looking 
for good returns from his tent campaign. 


The company recently had an offer of 


assistance if it would move its plant to a 
Franklin county town, bat the conditions, 
on the whole, were considered not suffi- 
cient to warrant the change.

Window at Stratford-on-Avon. 


Stratford-on-Avou, 
April 24.—The 


third and last day of the Shakespeare 
oelabration at this beautiful little 
town, the birthplace of the great poet, 
was the occasion of great festivity. The 
inhabitants turned out in holiday at- 
tire, the streets, which were brilliantly 
decorated with American and British 
flags, were crowded with vistors. The 
United States ambassador, Mr. Bayard, 
anil his wife and daughter, in company 
with George F. Parker of Kew York, 
the United States consul at Birming- 
ham, 
were present, as wore also a num- 


ber of members of the Players' club of 
New York. A vast crowd witnessed 
the unveiling of the window in the 
Shakespeare church. The money for 
the window was contributed by Ameri- 
can visitors to the church. Mr. Bayard 
drove to the church accompanied by 
Lord Lehigh, the lord lieutenant of 
Warwickshire, and when the United 
States ambassador entered the edifice 
"Hail Columbia" was played upon the 
organ. 
The 
church 
was densely 


crowded 
and the 
ceremony 
was 


most impreisive. Mr. Bayard, during 
the course of a long literary effort 
referred to the special significance 
given to the present commemoration 
by America's tribute, pointing out the 
timeliness of the gift as containing1 in 
the recognition of Shakespeare a com- 
mon bond of feeling and sympathy. 
There were no decorations in the 
church except a magnificent wreath of 
laurel and lilies which was placed upon 
the poet's tomb. Vicar Arbuthnot then 
made a speech describing the window, 
after which Mr. Bayard was escorted 
to a raised dais in the south transept.

OOO Premium on Her. 


Boston, April 24.—Those who were 


in charge of the battleship Massachus- 
etts on her preliminary run by the 
builders over the official course yester- 
day are confident that she will make 
a full sixteen knots on her official trial 
to-morrow and earn her builders a 
bonus of $100,000. 
This opinion is 


based on the satisfactory performance 
of the vessel yesterday. The ship was 
speeded lor a little less than two hours 
and in that time she averaged 15.59 
knots an hour, which is .59 of a knot 
above her contract speed. It was a 
perfect spring day when tho Massa- 
chusetts headed down the bay for the 
open sea, but there was a heavy swell 
rolling in from the ocean. This swell 
soon made itself apparent to those 
aboard the ship. Several sailors were 
forward securing1 the anchors. >The 
Massachusetts poked her nose into a 
roller and a small sea broke over the 
bows. This was followed an instant 
later by a torrent of white-crested 
foaming water, which swept the men 
at work along the deck like nin3 pins. 
All but oue of them escaped with a 
good drenching, but one sailor was 
thrown against an anchor fluke and his 
leg was badly cut. 
,_^ 


Plunged Into Head Soofl. 


The vessel plunged continually un- 


der water. Two sailors were sent for- 
ward to cover the ventilators with 
tarpaulins, as the lower deck was 
being flooded out. While they were 
tying the canvas around the ventila- 
tors a particularly big sea came over 
the bow. As the wall of water came 
at them both men hung on for their 
lives. The sea lifted them from their 
feet and swung them into the air. Both 
had a gocd grip, one on a ventilator 
and the other on a backstay, and they 
held on until tho sea dropped them back 
on the deck, when one of the men was 
dashed with such force upon the planks 
that his ankle was sprained. It was 
necessary to bring the vessel broadside 
on to the surge before the ventilators 
could be secured. After the Massachu- 
setts got out to sea the swell was not 
so heavy, but, nevertheless, the surge 
was big enough to materially reduce 
the speed of the ship. Despite the 
heavy swell the Massachusetts hardly 
rolled at sea and proved that she is an 
excellent gun platform. The engines 
during the run worked splendidly. 


PLEASURE YACHT WRECKED. 


Four Pamengerg and a Crew of Three Men 


Believed To Be Lost. 


Galveston, Tex., April 34.—At a. 


point in the Gulf of Mexico between 
here and Tampico the wreck of a 
pleasure yacht is reported floating. 
On board the yacht, it is said, were 
four young men and a crew consisting 
of a captain, mate and cook. 
The 


yacht was out on a pleasure cruise and 
it is supposed that she capsized and 
that all hands were drowned, as two of 
her lifeboats were seen later floating 
bottom up. How the disaster occurred 
is not known here.

Narciso Lopez, the rebel 
leader who was killed in a recent en- 
gagement near Santa Clara, was an 
American citizen. Complete details of 
the engagement are withheld by the 
government, and this fact leads to the 
belief that the Spanish troops were de- 
leated.

BUTCHERED BY SPANIARDS.

Havana, April 24.—Later news in re- 


gard to the engagement near Jarueo, 
Havana province, indicates that the af- 
fair was similar to others in which 
"pacificos" or peaeiful citizens have 
been killed by Spanish troops. Four- 
teen of the dead are said to have "seen 
employes on estates and not insur- 
gents. On the Spanish side none were 
killed and only three wounded, while 
the Cuban dead exceeded thirty. Ja- 
ruco is only fifteen miles from Havana 
on the Matanzas railroad. It was only 
a few miles from Jarueo that Dr. Del- 
gado, the American citizen, was shot 
down and left for dead, and seven of 
his farm hands massacred.
